WIFE. MURDERED 


Jacob Vogel, Aged 75, and Wife 
Aged 70, Found Dead in 
Fruitvale Home - 


Oakland.—Jacob Vogel, aged 75, 
former president. of the Citizens’ 
Bank of Fruitvale, and his aged wife, 
Elise, aged 70, were found murdered 
Friday morning, February 12, in 


their home at 3108 Galindo street, 
Fruitvale. The house was ransacked. 

Both had been tied first, Vogel 
with his hands behind him and Mrs. 
Vogel with her hands in front of her 
by her apron strings. 

When their victims were bound, 
the police believe the thugs tortured 
the aged man and woman to force 
them to tell where their wealth was 
hidden, and when they refused to do 
so, deliberately killed them. 

Their skulls had been crushed by 
some blunt instrument but the instru- 
ment of death was carried away. 

A second theory investigated by the 
police is that the aged couple recog- 
nized the thug or thugs while they 
were ransacking the house and find- 
ing themselves detected killed Vogel 
and his wife to hide their crime. 

The bodies were found in the front 
or sitting room, where the couple had 
been near the stove reading the even- 
ing papers. 

Their wealth is believed to have 
been the motive for the crime. The 
Vogels were reputed to be worth up- 
wards of $100,000. 

According to the police, the crime 
took place some time between 6:50 
o’clock the evening before, when the 
servant girl, Rosalie Rist, left for San 
Francisco to attend a dance, and 8 
o’clock, when the aged couple had 
been in the habit of going'to bed. 
The Rist girl returned at 2 a, m. 
She entered through the back door, 
which had beén left open for her. 
She found the kitchen badly upset, 
and waiked into the dining room. 
That room, too, showed signs of hav- 
ing been turned upside down. 

All the doors were standing open, 
but the girl did not see. the bodies 
lying in the next room. 

Frightened, she went into her own 
room upstairs, where $1 had _ been 
taken from her purse, 

The girl then 
again to seek. the old couple and, see- 
ing their own bedroom upset, with 
the fioor littered with the contents of 
the bureau drawers, she became s0 
frightened that she ran to the home 
of P. E. Grosse at 3084 Galindo street, 
where she told what she had seen. 

The Grosse family thought, as did 
the girl, that perhaps Vogel and his 
wife had had a quarrel, and so did not 
wish to interfere, 

The girl was kept there overnight, 
but when la the morning the neigh- 
bors saw the curtains of the Vogel 
home all drawn, an unusual sight, 
they became alarmed and investigated. 
The two old folks were lying on the 
floor, their heads crushed.

WOMAN LOSES REASON 
FROM BEING MAROONED 


Cut Off by Storm She Suffers 
From Hunger and Exposure 


Redwood City.—After being ma- 
rooned in the mountains for ten days 
by the storm, Mrs. Amelia Androtte 
and Louis Hunzeker were rescued and 
brought to Redwood February 10. Mrs. 
Androtte, who conducts a small dairy 
farm in the La Honda district, is vio- 
lently insane as a result of the expe- 
rience, and Hunzeker, a nineteen-year- 
old farm hand who worked on her 
place, is seriously ill from hunger and 
exposure, 

The Androtte place is several miles 
back in the mountains. The food sup- 
Ply was running low, and Hunzeker 
was preparing to go to Redwood for 
provisions when the storm began. The 
trail to La Honda soon became im- 
passable. After being stormbound for 
two days Hunzeker ventured out, but 
was driven back. While he was away 
Mrs. Androtte’s mind became deranged 
from fear and worry. She became so 
sick that Hunzeker did not dare to 
leave her, and the two were forced to 
live ten days on some rice, a can of 
peaches and a pet goat which was 
slain for meat. 

Hunzeker finally managed to get 
word to the Weeks ranch, seven miles 
away. A rescue party was made up, 
and the two were brought. to Red- 
wood City. They are being cared for 
at the county jail by Dr. J. L. Ross, 
and will be removed to a_ hospital 
when Mrs. Androtte’s condition im- 
proves sufficiently.

BURNS. CAPTURES 
SCHMITIY' IWNLY 


Prisoner Will Be Extradited to 
Calitornia on Indictment for 
Carrying Explosives 
New York.—Matthew A, Schmidt, 


known familiarly as ‘Schmitty,” was 
arrested here February 13 as a fugitive 


| from justice on an indictment found in 


Los Angeles in October, 1910, charging 
him with having been implicated in 


the dynamiting of the Los Angeles 


| Times building. 


Schmidt, who disappeared shortly 
after the Times building was wrecked, 
was taken into custody at Broadway 
and Sixty-fourth street by police offi- 
cers working in conjunction with De- 
tective William J. Burns, who had been 
trailing him for four years. 


According to Detective Burns, 


Schmidt was one of the men who went 
with J. B. McNamara to the works of 
the Giant Powder Company near Rich- 
mond, Cal., and procured nearly 1,000 


pounds of dynamite, This was taken 


to San Francisco and later transported 
to Los Angeles on the launch Peerless. 

Witnesses were found who testified 
they saw Schmidt on the launch with 
David Caplan and another man after 
they had paid the visit to the powder 
works. It was also learned that he 
was an intimate of Anton Johangen, 
organizer of the Millmen'’s Union, and 
Jack Lofthouse, a cabinet worker, who 
lived at the home of Mrs. Belle Lavin, 
2410 Mission street, San Francisco. 
Both Johansen and Lofthouse were 
closely tndentified with men in the con- 
fidence of the McNamara brothers. 

Detective Burns said the arrest of 
Schmidt was the outgrowth of an in- 
vestigation into a bomb explosion 
which occurred in a six-story flat 
building in Lexington avenue, this city, 
July 4 last, and resulted in the death 
of three persons and the injury of 
others. 


EDITOR SWIFT IS WINNER 
OF REDWOOD POSTOFFICE 


Redwood City.—J. V. Swift has re 
ceived word from Washington that he 
has been nominated for the postmas. 
tership of this city. 

Swift is a widely known newspaper 
man, and through his own paper, the 
Redwood City Democrat, has long 
taken an active part in the political 


battles of ‘the Democracy. In the re- 
cent State campaign he _ vigorously 
supported Senator-elect James D. 


Phelan. Swift met with opposition in 
his candidacy for postmaster, but 
strong indorsements from _ business 
men and educators, in addition to his 
political backing, turned the scale in 
his behalf.

AID FOR MODEIN SUBMARINE 


Periscope Enables Operator to Ob- 
Serve What Is Passing on Surface 
of Water Above Him. 


The modern submarine is effective f 


only because those within the vessel 
are able to look over the surface of 
the sea in all directions, even though 
the subinarine is beneath the surface 
of the water. The periscope makes 
this possible and so it deserves to ne 
called the eye of the submarine. The 
periscope is a straight, hollow tube 
that rises from the steering compart: 
ment of the vessel and reaches above 


The Submarine’s Eye. 


the water when the submarine is lying 
just beneath the surface. As_ the 
periscope is but six inches in diameter 
and rises but 18 inches above the 
water, it is almost invisible. The rays 
of light enter the opening in the side 
of the tube at the top and are reflected 
downward to a lens at the bottom, 
which focuses them and gathers the 
Tays into an eye-piece through which 
the operator is enabled to see what 18 
passing on the surface above him. Tha 
total length of the periscope on the 
ordinary submarine js about 15 feet.—

GOVER FOR TROOPS 


Moving Shields, Ad Advocated in 
Warfare. 


\dea Has Been Seriously Put Forth 
and Is Being Considered by Pow. 
ers at War—its Method 
of Operation. 


As for a French officer’s suggestion 
of moving shields, an American has 
already invented one and has written 
about {it to the heads of the belliger- 
ent governments. He offers to demon- 
strate the efficiency of his device. 

The “bullet deflector,” as he calls 
It, is made of two sheets of steel six 
feet wide, eight to ten feet high and 
one-quarter-inch thick. The sheets 
are jointed at an acute angle, so as 
to make a triangular shield, the base 
of which is open. The device, which 
weighs 1,200 pounds, is mounted on 
wheels and can be trundled along by 
the ten men it can shelter. At a suit: 
able height are holes through which 
rifles can be aimed. It has compart: 
ments for water and food, and a top 
to protect its occupants from sun and 
rain and shrapnel. 

It can be used, he thinks, to great 
advantcge in infantry advances when 
the supporting artillery has cleared 
the way, as the attackers would be 
safe from rifle fire until they go‘ close 
enough to charge with the bayonet if 
they desired. He says that a bullet 
st ‘king one of the faces of the bar- 
bette would glance off harmlessly, and 
that it would be imperviou. to ma- 
chine-gun fire. 

For defense he thinks a cavalry 
charge or a bayonet charge would 
beat itself to pleces against a wall of 
steel.

Equal weights of dry, nonresinous 
wood are said to have practically the 
same heat regardless of species, and 
as a consequence it can be stated as 
a general proposition that the heav- 
fer the wood the more heat to the 
cord. Welght for weight, however, 
there is very little difference between 
various species; the average heat for 
all that have been calculated is 4,600 
calories, or heat units, per kilogram 
A kilogram of resin will develop 9,400 
heat units, or about twice the average 
for wood. As a consequence, resinous 
woods have a greater heat value per 
pound than nonresinous woods, and 
this increased value varies, of course, 
with the resin content.
